It began when the IHSA Board of Directors formed a 
committee with one goal in mind: to "level the playing field" 
between boundary (typical school districts throughout Illinois) 
and non-boundary schools (private, parochial, lab, residential, 
magnet, and charter schools). 

The goal, however, wasn't something new. A committee 
had been formed in 1981 in an effort to explore ways to resolve 
similar concerns, and exploration continued in both 1995 and 
2001, resulting in modifications to issues involving the recruit¬ 
ing rule and required meetings for principals. 

What remained uncertain was how the committee 
could parallel the boundary and non-boundary schools. By 
historically comparing regional, sectional, and state titles won 
by the two groups, the committee found that schools without 
enrollment boundaries generally won more titles. The commit¬ 
tee thus devised the ever-so-controversial multiplier rule, which 
would affect non-boundary schools with an enrollment of 450 
and above. 

Seemingly overnight, U-High's 626 students became 
1,032.90, moving our class standing from single A to double A. 
The change caused mixed feelings among student-athletes. 

"Our state championship in AA justified our title from 
the previous year," senior Drew Miller said. "We were up 
against the best competition, and we beat them. The multiplier 
helped us prove our abilities to people who didn't think we 
could do it." 

On the other hand, the multiplier altered post-season 
play for some athletic teams. 

"In basketball, we lost our first round regional game 
against Champaign-Urbana, a team we never would have had 
to play before the multiplier," senior Krissa Kaisner said. "It was 
disappointing knowing that we probably wouldn't advance as 
far in the post-season this year because we'd be playing teams 
we've never seen before." 

Unfortunately, the multiplier was here to stay. Although 
appealing to the multiplier rule may have seemed like a logical 
way out (and a route 37 IHSA member schools attempted), the 
administration didn't seek the exemption. 

"We wouldn't have met the criteria set up by the 
waiver. We really didn't have anything to appeal," Principal Jeff 
Hill said. 

Since U-High has won more regional, sectional, and 
state titles than any other single A school in the state, the chance 
of the waiver being granted wasn't likely. 

"We can't let athletics dictate the school. Our number 
one priority is to educate," athletic director Curt Christenson 
said. 

Despite the controversy surrounding the new multiplier 
rule, we embraced the changes and turned our situation into an 
opportunity. It became a chance to grow, to learn, and to suc¬ 
ceed... but most importantly, it was our chance to show every¬ 
one exactly what we mean.

The U-High girls golf team dominated the links and 
brought home the first state championship in U-High 
history with the support of their families and coach.

Fourteen years ago, a new era began at U-High. Cal Hubbard 
stepped up and took the job as head coach of the girls golf program. The 
season ended with a second place finish in regionals, a 7-9 record overall, 
and a 226.5 stroke average. 

This year, Hubbard watched as his team seized the state champion¬ 
ship title, ending the season with a sizzling 10-0 record. 

"I just coach within my personality," Hubbard said. "I was lucky to 
have a talented group who worked their tails off." 

The team broke numerous school records this year, including a 
phenomenal low team average of 159.0 strokes, and attributed much of 
their success to the support of their families. 

Senior Lisa English is the daughter of two golf professionals at 
Crestwicke Country Club. Learning the game from her parents and being 
able to play at Crestwicke whenever she wants has greatly improved her 
game. 

"[My parents] are the only people I've ever gotten lessons from. 
They are the reason I am able to perform the way I do," English said. 

Senior team standout Brittany Kilborn has also grown up playing 
the game. Her father, Harland Kilborn, is a teaching professional and the 
former Illinois State University mens golf coach, as well as the previous 
owner of Royal Links golf course. 

"I had expectations to live up to because of who my dad is, but he 
never pressured me. He's been there for almost everything," Kilborn said. 

Sophomore Cheryl Liang also accredited her parents with some of 
the success she had this season. 

"They basically drive me everywhere and pay for my lessons and 
clubs. I definitely could not have done well without my parents' support 
and time," Liang said. 

The girls found the sense of family both in and out of their homes. 
After being under the guidance of Hubbard, they find that he becomes 
more like a father and a coach. 

"The team wouldn't be where we are without Coach Hubbard. 

He's the best coach a team could have. He believed in us more than we 
believed in ourselves," English said. 

Hubbard knows being a successful coach involves evaluating what 
the players need and determining how each player can improve. 

"Golf is a cold, impersonal game," Hubbard said. "I want the girls 
to know on the course that I'm there with them. When they're done play¬ 
ing, I want them to still love the game." 

With three sophomores in the top six, Hubbard knew the team 
needed to maintain an emotional balance at the state tournament. Hubbard 
gave words of encouragement to the girls between nines and advised them 
to stay focused.

Many say that jumping into the water to save someone 
is the scariest part of life guarding. For Smith, it was something 
he saw. 


Smith became a lifeguard because it was a tradition in 
his family. Now, after two years of guarding, 22 hours of cer¬ 
tification training, and weekly in-service training, fulfilling the 
family tradition is not the reason he shows up to work on time. 
It's more than that. For Smith, guarding is a passion. 

"I love the rewards of the job," Smith said, "Saving 
people, representing the town well, and getting good experi¬ 
ence have motivated me to come to work each day." 


While Smith was on guard last summer, a girl was going 
down a slide at Fairview Pool atop a man's back. On a curve, 
she was ejected from the slide and tossed into the rocks, which 
resulted in a serious concussion. 

"That incident really opened up my eyes," Smith said. 

This accident is not the only thing that has impacted 
Smith's job. Many more positive details of guarding have played 
a role in his life. 



Smith said he has saved four lives. 

"As more and more things start to happen when you 
are guarding, fulfilling the duties of a lifeguard becomes a lot 
less stressful and traumatizing. It is an adrenaline rush. You 
do it, go with it, and let it pass. When it's cold outside and your 
sweatshirt is soaking wet because you just saved someone, it's 
kind of frustrating. However, the rewarding feeling you get 
when you realize you have just saved someone's life makes it all 
worth it," Smith said. 


"Guarding in general has changed me," Smith said. 

Smith explained that life guarding has exposed him to 
many different environments, and has caused him to deal with 
incidents that he normally wouldn't want to be a part of. He 
says that dealing with these incidents has made him a much 
stronger person, and he wouldn't do anything to change that. 

They must do what they need to do, always. They save 
lives. That's something not every high school student can say 
they have accomplished.

Most people take for granted throughout their lives how 
many times they've heard the sound of their own voice. 

For senior Amanda Dudgeon, she will be able to hear 
her name for the first time. Dudgeon will be undergoing a 
Cochlear Implant procedure. 

"I would have more independence than I have right 
now with my hearing aids. 1 would have a better opportunity 
for the future. That's all I've ever wanted," Dudgeon said. 

The operation will be a three-step process. First, they 
will make an incision behind Dugeon's right ear and put in an 
internal processor. From there, the processor has two electrodes 
that protrude from the internal device. One goes to the cochlea 
and the other goes to the hearing nerve. 

Next, the external receiver will take the sounds, acting 
like a microphone for all sounds it receivs, and convert it to 
electronic digital sound for the internal receiver. 

The last part of the procedure is three weeks of exten¬ 
sive recovery therapy with audiologists, which will test to see if 
the procedure was successful. 

It wasn't until recently that Dudgeon became a candi¬ 
date for this procedure. With her hearing becoming significantly 
worse in the last year. Dudgeon looked into the possibility of 
getting the procedure done, regardless of the risk. 

''I've lost a lot of hearing in the past ten months, and I 
wanted to take the risk to be able to hear again, in a better way/' 
Dudgeon said.

Dudgeon doesn't expect to instantly he 
again, but there will be a significant improvement, 

"To be honest, I can't expect to hear everything or 
understand everything suddenly after I get the hook-up. It 
takes a lot of therapy and time to understand by processing tli 
sounds to my brain/' Dudgeon said. 

With the culmination of senior year, Dudgeon feels tit 
now is the best time to have this procedure done. 

'Tve waited for almost a year for this time to come. 

It took us months and months to plan this out. It is a big year 
for me and my family because of getting the Cochlear Implant 
graduating from high school, and then off to college," Dudget 
said. I 

Even next year there can be a significant change in he 
life in college. Dudgeon said that by having the implant, she 
will still use an interpreter but she will still be able to process 
the words that came from the teachers voice in her brain at thi 
same time. This is vital for long hours of lecturing and lots of 
homework. 

The prospect of getting this procedure has given Dud¬ 
geon time to reflect on her decision to go forward with surger 
"I'm really glad that this time is coming so soon 
because it will change my life and will be part of me for the 
next 50 years!" Dudgeon said.

After getting his first base hit of the season, then 
sophomore, Tyler Cook took his lead off first.

While 
sliding, his left cleat got caught in the dirt, twisting his 
knee and causing him serious pain. He lay there in agony 
for about five minutes. Once he got up, he limped off the 
field with assistance from the coaches. 

Cook then went to two doctors, and they both sug¬ 
gested he get an MRI to get a better picture of the inside of 
his knee. When the results returned, both doctors reported 
that he had completely torn his anterior cruciate ligament, 
or ACL, and would need surgery to repair the damage. 

He would not be able to play any sports for six to eight 
months. While in surgery, the doctors realized that his ACL 
was intact and that he actually had a partially torn menis¬ 
cus. 

"I was in shock that I could play in a few months. I 
was so excited/' Cook said. 

After a short rehab assignment, Cook was able to 
play baseball in the summer, but he was forced to wear a 
bulky brace under his baseball pants. 

"The brace makes me slower, but moving side-to- 
side doesn't bother me much," Cook said. 

The brace is a device designed to keep everything 
inside his knee from moving around. He is told to wear it 
for five months. During football season this year he was 
told to keep it on, but Cook was able to play the full bas¬ 
ketball season without it. 

Cook's knee injury has had very little impact on his 
playing ability. He doesn't plan to change his routines to 
prevent the injury from happening again. 

"My knee is stronger than ever," he said. "I don't 
need to worry about anything. I don't take my ability to 
play injury-free for granted anymore. I'm glad for the 
opportunity to play again."

Sitting in the doctor's office at BroMenn Medical Center 
after an MRI, sophomore Sara Idleman waited calmly. As the 
doctor came in she knew that what he said would make or 
break her. The doctor revealed that she had a golf ball-sized 
tumor that was found in the very center of her brain. 

Two weeks earlier, Idleman's troubles all started with 
a simple headache. That headache turned into a sinus infec¬ 
tion, and as the headache slowly went away Idleman and her 
mom went to get her eyes checked, thinking maybe that was 
part of the headache problems. Little did they know that her 
optic nerve was swollen, and she needed to see an ophthalmolo¬ 
gist. After going through tests they realized that this headache 
wasn't just a minor thing, it was tumor. 

"When I first found out, there was no emotion. I didn't 
cry or anything, but just said okay. I knew that I just had to lift it 
up to God and trust that He knew what He was doing," Idle¬ 
man said. 

Surgery was scheduled for Friday, January 27th. Early 
that morning, however, the surgery was cancelled because 
fluid was found pooling in Idleman's brain. She was immedi¬ 
ately placed in ICU for fear of a stroke or brain damage. After a 
sequence of tests the results returned to normal. She was taken 
out of ICU and sent home to re-group and return for surgery the 
following Friday. 

"The last thing I remember on Friday was them giving 
me laughing gas. I was just lying on the stretcher laughing and 
laughing, and not knowing why/' Idleman said. 

After eight hours, the doctor came out and announced 
that the surgery was over and that she was doing great. It was a 
very clean removal. The tumor had not invaded any other area 
of the brain. 

The first night after surgery was rough. The doctor said 
that that was to be expected. The first 24 hours after surgery is 
the most traumatic for the body. With her mother sitting beside 
her she eventually fell into a peaceful sleep. 

"It was hard to see her wrestling back and forth. It just 
broke my heart to see that she was in such pain/' mother, Mary 
Idleman, said 

A few days later, Idleman was showing definite signs 
of improvement. She had a CAT scan to ensure that the brain 
fluids were flowing correctly. 

Within a few hours she was greeted with wonderful 
news. Her CAT scan came back clear. Finally, Idleman's brain 
would be able to heal and work properly on its own. She would 
also be allowed to leave the hospital and head home the next 
morning. 

On February 11, Idleman was finally able to head home 
with relief and a new outlook on life. Even though Idleman was 
a strong believer in Christ before the tumor was noticed this 
experience really changed her and gave her a new belief.
